STRESSES THERE IS NO SHADOW OF DOUBT ABOUT PEKING'S 
BELIEF IN MERITS OF ITS CLAIM TO TAIWAN, AND GROC 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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AUTHORITIES RECOGNIZE CRUCIAL FACT THAT ANY ACTION ON 
THEIR PART TO DECLARE INDEPENDENT REPUBLIC OF 
TAIWAN WOULD CONSTITUTE DANGEROUS PROVOCATION OF PRC. 
HOLDS THAT SHOULD US WITHDRAW COMPLETELY FROM TAIWAN, 
PEKING WOULD BE UNABLE TAKE CONTROL EXCEPT THROUGH 
POETICALLY UNACCEPTABLE EXERCISE MASSIVE MIL FORCE, 
POSSIBLY INCLUDING NUKES; WITH TAIWAN ADRIFT, PEKING'S 
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REAL FEAR WOULD BE THAT SOVIET MIGHT BECOME ISLAND'S 
PROTECTOR. GIVEN THESE ALTERNATIVES, LIKELY THAT PEKING 
PRESENTLY PREFERS RELATIVELY BENIGN US PRESENCE, AND 
IN THESE CIRCUMSTANCES MAY BE POSSIBLE THROUGH CAREFUL 
DIPLOMACY MAKE ARRANGEMENTS THAT SATISFY BOTH US SENSE 
OF OBLIGATION TO TAIWAN AND PEKING'S SENSE OF ITS BASIC 
RIGHTS IN AREA. ANY EFFORT PROMOTE INDEPENDENT TAIWAN 
WOULD TORPEDO THESE EFFORTS, WOULD BE NO FAVOR TO TAIWAN 
RESIDENTS. 

ZORZA (WP) SAYS PEKING RADICALS, SHARPENING KNIVES FOR 
HUA ON GROUNDS HE WANTS DEVELOP PRC LINKS WITH US AND 
ACQUIRE US MIL TECHNOLOGY, ARE SERIOUSLY THREATENING 
HUA'S OWN POSITON AND PEKING'S PRO-US POLICY. WHILE 
RADICALS NOT GOING GIVE UP EASILY, EVIDENCE BETWEEN 
LINES CHINESE PRESS MAKES CLEAR HUA HAS POWERFUL ALLIES, 

IS FIGHTING BACK. CITING RADICALS' HINTS AT DEFENSE

ZORZA SAYS IN TODAY'S PEKING CLIMATE, WITH HUA'S OWN 
POLITICAL SURVIVAL AT STAKE, HE'S HARDLY LIKELY TAKE 
SUCH RISKS; AND IN TODAY'S WASHINGTON CLIMATE, ANY 
PEKING ARMS AID REQUEST WOULD BECOME INVOLVED IN 
POLITICAL STRUGGLES OF US POLITICAL YEAR. OUTLOOK BLEAK, 

YET QUESTION PROBABLY MORE IMPORTANT THAN ANY OTHER 
ISSUE IN SINO-SOVIET-US TRIANGLE. NOTES OLD ARGUMENT, 
WHETHER PEKING SHOULD PULL SELF UP BY OWN BOOTSTRAPS 
UNCLASSIFIED 
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OR ACCEPT WESTERN AID, HAS THIRD PRC OPTION - RESTORE 
ALLIANCE WITH SOVIET - AND THERE ARE STRONG HINTS 
SOME CHINESE LEADERS HAVE BEEN CONTEMPLATING EVEN THIS 
POSSIBILITY. SUGGESTS PERHAPS OFFERING PEKING SOME OF 
ARMS IT WANTS MAY HELP PRO-WESTERN FACTION BUY TIME IT 
NERDS, ALSO DISCOURAGE SOVIET FROM TRYING FOLLOW-UP ANGOLA 
ADVENTURE ELSEWHERE.
